Happeangs at our National Capitol 
and What we may Expect 
Will Happen. 



Washington, I>. C, Juno - 
(Special) The week just ended 
has been marked with Stirring 
events not only in the halls of 
national legislation, but the 
President, early in the week 
demonstrated his ability to 
tfaupe the temper of the 
people relative to railroad 

rate legislation by accomplishing 
a diplomatic coup against the 
railroads which has won him no 
end of praise from all sections of 
the county. By tact, fair play 
and jfood humor Mr. Taft suc- 
ceeded in convincing the presi- 
dents of eastern railroads that 
an increase of freight rates be- 
fore the passage of the railroad 
rate bill would result in litigation 
on the part of the government 
which might seriously cripple 
the railroads and put a tempor- 
ary stop to railroad construction 
and the building of equipment. 
The representatives of the east- 
ern trunk lines met the Presi- 
dent in a spirit of friendliness 
and after a conference extend- 
ing over several hours the rail* 
r ad magnates agreed to with- 
held the advance until after the 
railroad rate bill had been final- 
ly agreed to by the two houses 
of Congress and then, after the 
Mil had becomes law. to proceed 
along lines laid down in the law 
to raise rates, with the right of 
review resting in the Interstate 
C -mmerce Commission. 

Another event of great mo- 
ment to the country at large 
was the final adoption of the 
conference report OH the rivers 
and harbors appropriation bill 
without the change of an a. 'V 
or the crossing of a "t" from 
t!~e agreement reached by the 
Senate and House conferees, 
Senator Baily of Texas. Burton 
of Ohio. Beverage of Indiana. 
Stone of Missouri, endeavored 
with all their eloquence and all 
their persuasiveness to send the 
bill back to conference with in- 
structions to insert in the bill 
certain pet projects of theirs 
which had either been unfavora- 
bly reported upon by the Board 
of Engineers or which failed. BJ 
in Senator Burton's case, to ap- 
propriate for the National 
Waterways Commission of which 
he is chairman. But neither 
eloquence or cajoling, sarcasm 
or invective could change the 
minds of Senators and the con- 
ference report on the Rivers 
anh Harbors bill, carrying near- 
ly fifty-two millions of dollars 
was agreed to by a vote of 4o to 
12, nine democrats and three 
republicans casting the nega- 
tive vote. The House adopted 
the conference report late Fri- 
day evening and the bill, which 
regarded as the fairest and 
most equitable river and harbor 
bill ever prepared by the com- 
mittees having such legislation 
in hand has gone to the Presi- 
dent for signature. 

E. Dana Durand, Director of 
the Census, is now devoting the 
greater portion of his time to 
organizing his force so that the 
public may know at the earliest 
possible moment the result of 
the Census of the leading cities 
of the county. 

Director Durand is of the 
opinion that his force will be in 
readiness to tabulate the returns 
of the supervisors of the cites 
of the country of 26,000 or over 
so that announcements may be 
made public during the months 
of July and August- Full re- 
turns from many of the large 
cities of the country are now in 
the hands of the Director and 
the work of tabulation is about 
to commence. It was said today 
that the census of Washington 
would probably be the first to be 



announced to be followed as 
rapidly as possibly by cities in 
the order in which return have 
been reported by the Rupervis- 
ors. Director Durand intends 
to issue two bulletins daily to 
the press of the county carry- 
ing announcements of the re- 
sults of the census takers of the 
cities. One bulletin will be is- 
sued daib at 11 a. m. and a sec- 
ond at <! o'clock, thus furnish- 
ing "copy" for afternoon and 
morning newspapers, When the 
work is fairly started these 
bulletins will fall thick and fast, 
and even at that it will propably 
consume the months of July and 
August to complete the returns 
from the cities. 

The suggestion that the great 
engineering work on the various 
reclamation project*, innaugu- 
rated and carried forward by 
Director Newell and his associ- 
ates, is about to be revolution- 
ized by the removal from office 
of Director Newell and the ap- 
pointment in his stead of an of- 
ficer of the Engineer Corps of 
the army is not well received by 
members of Congress represent- 
ing the States where this work, 
under civilian management, has 
already accomplished so much 
and promises even greater re- 
sults. 

In fact these western Con- 
gressmen are very outspoken in 
expressing their opposition to a 
change in the supervision of the 
Reclamation work. They doubt 
very much the wisdom of plac- 
ing the construction work of the 
thirty odd reclamation projects 
under the control of an Army 
Engineer. If there should be a 
change, owing to the alleged 
difference between Director 
Newell and Secretary of the In- 
terior Bal linger, these western 
men contend the work should be 
prosecuted under the direction 
of an engineer appointed from 
civil life and not under the su- 
pervision of an army engineer.

Another was a land grant for 
one of the first farms in Livings- 
ton county now the finest BOO 
acre farm in the county. 

All of these old records are on 
the very highest quality of pa- 
per and though written with a 
a quill, display penmanship far 
above the average of today. 
While the writing is plain and 
beautiful, it is not so easily read 
by those unaccustomed to it on 
account of the old way of mak- 
ing s and f. 

Mr. Farris thinks a great deal 
of these old relics that he has 
gathered up, keeping them with 
his other valuables, in the Salem 
Bank.

M heu the people 
of Kniop* lived in nn artistic ntttMM 
pin-re it »l ranger Ktopited one evening 
at a peasant's cottage iu the south »f 
Spain utid asked for sup|>er and a 
night s lodging He was made wel- 
come and comfortable so far us these 
poor peasants were able to make him 
The family consisted of a man prr 
haps thirty-five years of age; bis wife, 
a youug woman of t weuty-two or twen- 
ty three, and their child, a boy about 
eight months old While the stranger 
was eating his supper tils eyes were 
constantly fixed U|>oti the man. who 
sat smoking his pipe by the chimney, 
turning them from him to t tie woman 
who sat ou the opposite side.

Then from a portmanteau he 
hail with him he took out drawing ma- 
Carta la, and. improvising an easel UUI 
of a chair, he set to work. He made 
a number of outline sketches of the 
three, also filling in separate drawings 
of them. When he had finished lie 
put them away and said: 

"I shall t.ike away what I bare gone 
with me. but this." selecting oue of 
them. "I will return to you. If you 
desire to improve your condition or 
are iu need of money you may be able 
to *ell it for a fair price."

BiuBteau and deported. 

gome time after this when the peas- 
ant had forgotten the incident and Ills 
was lamenting because the artist 
Deflected to send the sketch n 
man appeared, saying that he had been 
sent with it by the artist. It was ko 
i a frame, and in one .oilier a name 
; was wrnMcti. Bal Hie name was mn 
j familiar to ttie peasants They hung 
the picture OB the wall ami wen- very 
proud of it. When the neighbors cam* 
in to look at it they would be naked, 
"Are not the figures like us?" and the 
reply would be: "Yes. they are like 
you. but they tire holy people. Your 
baby resembles our blessed Saviour." 

The peasants kept the picture for 
muuy years. Meanwhile they grew 
to be old and their boy became a 
young man. Me lined the daughter of 
a wine grower, bill »he was without 
dowry, aud he was without any 
means to set up housekeeping. Then 
his mother remembered the artist's 
words that they might sell the pic- 
ture for a price. Her husband had uo 
faith In this, but the boy. who was iu 
love, begged his mother to try. Her 
affection for her son triumphed over 
her desire to keep the sketch, and 
with him she went to Seville. 

On reachlug the city she went to a, 
church to pray for the success of 
their undertaking. When they csme ! 
to the nltar both stood still in amaze- 
ment. There before them was their 
sketch in painted colors inclosed In :i 
massive frame. It represented Mary 
and Joseph and the Infant .lesus. 

The next day people gathered it: 
knots to discuss a bit of news, A 
peasant woman and her sou had come 
in from the south with the original 
sketch of one of the most famous of 
Murlllo's paintings of the holy fam- 
ily. They did uot know its value, but 
when a deuler told them that there 
were persous who would give n thou 
sand sequins for It they were nnmred 
They agreed to take this amount, the 
dealer taking the rirk of selling It at 
a profit Then the two peasants went
